2. The drawings are objected to because the text in the drawings should be avoided. The 
information should be set forth in the text of the Detailed Description of the Invention section. 
The parts of the invention, e.g. the swab, the body frame, the applicator, etc. should be denoted 
by numbers and referred to appropriately in the text of the description of the invention. See the 
Figures in the prior art patents cited with this action. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing 
on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure 
or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing 
figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the 
brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency.

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The specification

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 1-2 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claims 1 and 2, 
line 2, "(stick)" should be deleted. In claim 2, lines 1-3, "the"(lst on each line) should be -a-. 
Also the words starting lines 2 and 3 should not be capitalized. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

On lines 5-7 it is unclear whether Applicant is claiming an applicator of cotton fiber only 
or cotton fiber or foam rubber and whether an applicator is being attached at only one of the two 
ends or each of the two ends. See Claim Language Interpretation section infra. 
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Claim Language Interpretation 

6. For purposes of considering the prior art, the invention of claim one, as best 
understood, see discussion supra, is a swab comprising a straight, wide, flat, elongate body frame 
with two opposite ends of plastic with rounded edges somewhere on such, frame and at least one 
applicator of either cotton fiber or foam rubber attached to at least one of the two ends. The 
invention of claim 2, as best understood, is a process of making a swab including the steps of 
preparing, i.e. making, a swab body frame and attaching an applicator thereto. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kravitiz '849. 
See Figures 9-10, for example, title, col. 2, line 31, col. 3, lines 27-28 and 45-59, i.e. a 

swab comprising a straight, wide, flat, elongate body frame 16 with two opposite ends of plastic 
with rounded edges, i.e. as seen in Figure 9, the opposite ends of 16 are rounded, and an 
applicator of cotton fiber attached to one of the two ends. Col. 3, lines 27-28 and 45-59 teach the 
process of making a swab including the steps of preparing, i.e. making, a swab body frame and 
attaching an applicator thereto. 

7. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Suzuki '423 

'849. 
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See Figures, col. 2, line 31, col. 3, lines 36-44 and col. 4, lines 4-7 and 43-45, i.e. a 
straight, wide, flat, elongate body frame 1 3 with two opposite ends of plastic with rounded 
edges, i.e. see end of 1 3 1 , and an applicator of foam rubber attached to one of the two ends. The 
cited portions and Figures 3a-3e teach the process of preparing, i.e. making, a body frame and 
attaching an applicator thereto. Applicant claims the invention being a "swab" while Suzuki 
describes an "applicator". However, the Suzuki reference teaches all the claimed structure and 
process steps. Therefore there is sufficient factual basis for one to conclude that the same 
structure of Suzuki would inherently also be a "swab", see MPEP 2001.01, and therefore the 
process of making such is also a process of making a "swab". 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The other prior art also shows other flat swabs.
